REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The newly amended claim limitations have not been entered thus the arguments to the newly amended claim amendments are 
not addressed. Applicants argue that the claimed method is a research tool citing In re Fisher. However, the research tool 
citation is from the dissenting opinion and majority held In re Fisher that claims do not have substantial utility. Applicants argue 
that Brenner v. Mason did not rule the methods and only the product. However, the lack of holding does not conclude that claims 
have utility. A product claim which lacks utility will not have utility if the method claims are drawn specifically to using the product 
without utility. Applicants argue that claims have utility because methods of identifying a modulator of a Lepidoptera calcium 
channel protein activity is useful for controlling harmful organisms and in preventing infestation or damage caused by harmful 
organisms. However, while arguments supports a credible utility, it still lacks substantial and specific utility. No such compounds 
have been shown to act on calcium channel of lepidoptera for controlling harmful organisms.
